In order to clear up and remedy the 
abuses caused by “DBlanketing’’ home- 
steads the department nag aecided to 
make.a general inspection of all such 
lands with a view of. cancelling en- 
tries therefor in which duties are in 
default. The land agents have been 
instructed to prepare at once a list of | 
all entries granted un ‘sy the first of 
September, 1905, excepting lands pat- 
ented and Jands upcn which, accord: 
ing to information such land agent 
has, the duties are being performed. 
This list will include all. entries unde- 
protection, but will show in the mar- 
gin opposite each entry when such 
protection expires. * 

Special inspectors are being put out 
to cover certain parts. of the territory 
as quickly as possible; and the land 
agent, upon receipt of the homestead 
inspector's report (if such shows there 
are neither improvements nor resi- 
dence upon a particular quarter sec- 
tion, and provided it is not protected) 
will cancel the entry immediately if 
it has been standing one year Or more. 
Where no residence or improvements 
are reported, but the entry has been 
made within a year of the date of this 
special inspection, no entry will be 
taken at the instance of the land agent 
unless application for inspection is 
made, when the ordinary proceedings 
will be instituted. 

The various land agents have been 
instructed to post up in their offices a 
list of all cancellations. made under 
the foregoing instructions, and the 
sub-land agent is to do the same, im- 
mediately the land agent advises him, 
and btoh these lists are to be added 
to from time to time immediately upon 
cancellation being made, or notice of 
cancellation being received, with the 
day and hour of each posting. Pro- 
vided no cancellation proceedings were 

previouisly filed the right of entry for 
such cancelled land ig to be granted 
to the first eligible person who appleis 
at the counter of the land office after 
the notice above is posted as above 
provided. Application at the counter 
of a gub-land agency gives the same 
right of priority as application at the 
counter of the land agent, provided the 
' application reaches the land agent 
first, either by sub-agent’s- letter or 
| sub-agent’s wire. 

It will be seen that these amended 
regulations go to the very root of the 
“blanketing’”’ evil. They not only will 
|completely prevent their recurrence, 
| but they provide for the clearing up 
of all the evils that have resulted from 
the abuse of the provisions of the 
| Dominion Lands Act. The gentlemen 
| who have so ingeniously. utilized those 
provisions for personal gain will hence- 
forth have to turn their talents in 
| other directions. The homestead lands 
of the Dominion will continue to be 
reserved for the settler, and not for 
| the speculator. Fraudulent homestead- 
ing was, of couraé, ‘merely an incident 
in the progress and development of 
| western Canada. Time was when 2 
| homestead had little or no value to 
| anyone but the bona fide settler who 
| purposed living upon and farming it. 
| But when land is worth from $5 to $2 
an acre, and rapidly rising, a quarter 
section becomes valuable and many 
have been endeavoring to get one 
without giving cOrmmpensating value for 
it to the country. It is a source of 
| satisfaction to everyone with the set- 
| tlement and development of western 
Canada at heart to know that the great 
inducement of free grant land willstili 
continue to be the magnet that will 
draw to the Canadian prairie country 
the pith and brawn of the world’s emi- 
grating people.

It 
was made a city, with the extended 
powers and the present mode of handl- 
ing its municipal affairs, and has now 
municipal enterprises worth between 
$700,000 and $800,000.

Thefram- 
ers thought that under the charter they 
could get the best men in the city to 
act on the council; within one year 
the legislature is asked for a change. 
The demand for a change was not au-| 
thorized; there had been no public meet- 
ing to discuss these amendments. The
